2. Background: In the 1978 restructuring of the 
Security Committee, you stated your wish that it serve as 
your focal point for all Community security matters. You 
endorsed the taking of bold strokes to make this Committee a 
unified force to upgrade and improve security. (U} 


The Security Committee has found, particularly 
during the course of working with my staff on Moscow security 
matters, that there are a number of significant security 
issues of Community application which have not been funded 
because they were not the clear responsibility of any one 
agency, or because the executive agent office had to compete 
for funds against internal priorities within its parent 
agency. I and the Security Committee Chairman believe your 
responsibilities and the needs of the Community would be 
better served if security matters of common concern were 
supported by.a-Community budget.
